Report of School Board 


The annual meeting of the School District was held 
at the Town Hall on March 9, 1943, at 8 o’clock in 
the evening. 

The following officers were elected: James E. Gray, 
moderator; Robert E. Nixon, clerk; Gertrude Price, 
treasurer; Helen J. Simpson, member of the School 
Board for three years. 

The School Board met directly after the meeting 
and Gladys M. Smith was elected chairman. 

The School Board desires to express its appreciation 
of the continued fine work of Mr. Towle, the Teachers, 
Mrs. Sheehy, Miss Beaton, Mr. Gray and Mr. Mar- 
shall. 

The Board also wishes to acknowledge the interest 
and codperation shown by the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 

I take pleasure in submitting my annual report, the 
twenty-fifth in the series. 

As in the past, I am presenting much inPormenien 
about the Newfields school and Newfields pupils in other 
schools, in the form of statistics, which, if carefully 
read and studied in conjunction with other informa- 
tion furnished by the district treasurer and by the 
school board in their reports, will give a clear picture 
of the size, cost and many other details of the schools. 

Tables IV, V and VI show some interesting facts 
in regard to all the schools in Union No. 16, and in the 
entire state as well. For the first time since I have 
known the Newfields school, I can record no case of 
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perfect attendance for the year just past. It was a 
year of much sickness and, in the winter, bad weather, 
also. As will be seen in Tables III and IV, the average 
percentage of attendance was somewhat below the av- 
erage for the last ten years. 

I am glad to bring to your notice again the good 
work done by Miss Jean Beaton, our music supervisor. 
She possesses the ability to find latent music ability 
in pupils and to arouse enthusiasm for music in both 
pupils and teachers. Mrs. Eloise Sheehy, our school 
nurse, continues the conscientious care which she has 
always given to the health of our pupils and to the 
sanitary conditions around them. We owe her much 
for her quiet, efficient work in both school and home. I 
commend the reports of these supervisors to your at- 
tention. 

On the evidence of visits of inspection and super- 
vision, and as seen in the results of standard tests, 
the past school year was very satisfactory and the 
present year is continuing in the same way. Newfields 
is fortunate, in these times when teachers are so scarce, 
in having experienced persons in charge of its pupils. - 
Their never failing interest in their pupils and what- 
ever pertain to their education is to be commended. 

The Newfields Parent-Teacher Association is worthy 
of our best support. Not many such organizations have 
such a long history of active and vital service for their 
schools. Its interest in the school is as keen as ever, 
and the unselfish service of its members for the com- 
mon good is much appreciated. 

A year ago in my report on the state of the schools 
in Union No. 16, I noted that we, in this Union, had 
been fortunate in being able, up to that date, to con- 
duct our schools in a fairly normal way as regards 
material supplies and teaching personnel. Since that 
time, general procurement of replacing or substitute 
teachers has become increasingly difficult, especially in 
the many-graded rural schools and in the high school. 
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However, we, in this Union, are still fortunate in being 
-able to retain most of our teachers and to find satis- 
factory substitutes for those who have left our service. 
The school boards of our Union have, through the years, 
created generally satisfactory working conditions in the 
schools, and parents have in the main been extremely 
cooperative with school boards and teachers in the whole 
process of education. Some salaries have been increased 
and placed on a schedule basis. A continuance of these 
policies will go far toward the maintenance of good 
schools in the uncertain years ahead, and I bespeak 
your sympathetic interest to that end. 

Another year of war finds its influence on educa- 
tion of increasing importance. Some mention of the 
war, at least in its geographical aspects, some thought 
about it, some participation in its various ramifications 
such as Red Cross activity and stamp and war bond 
buying, is of daily occurrence in all grades from the 
first to the twelfth, at which latter point, all able-bodied 
boys expect to become a part of the armed forces. All 
the teachers of Union No. 16 feel the weight of their 
responsibility in this matter. This is their contribution 
to the war effort. They rejoice in their opportunity 
to train pupils not only in academic and mechanical 
skills, but also to cultivate in their charges the high- 
est ideals of the democratic way of life in which, we 
believe, lies the only secure and lasting happiness for 
all people. 

The deep interest of school board, parents and other 
citizens in their schools is very much appreciated by 
all those who are in daily care of the schools.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 

Following are the health activities carried on in the 
Newfields schools from Jan. 1, 1948, to Jan. 1, 1944. 

Most of the follow-up work and corrective work fol- 
lowing the 1942 physical examinations was done dur- 
ing the winter and spring terms of 19438. A dental 
clinic was held in Dr. Winkler’s office in Exeter. Fif- 
teen children had complete care at this clinic. Again, 
the Parent-Teacher Association gave to this worthy 
cause. Fourteen children had complete dental care by 
their own family dentist. Two children had part care 
by their dentist. Two children had tonsillectomies per- 
formed. Two children who were unvaccinated at the 
beginning of school were vaccinated. Three children 
had eyes examined by their physician. Cod liver oil 
was given to children who did not have it at home. This 
cod liver oil was purchased by the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Newfields: 

I hereby submit a report of activity in music for the 
year 1943-44, 

The time allotment for Newfields is one-half hour 
per week for each room. 

In teaching music in the primary grades there are 
two principal aims. First, to teach a sufficient number 
of simple rote songs to give the child an opportunity 
to become conscious of his singing voice and through 
this to become aware of pleasant, light tone and to 
provide an opportunity for individual singing. This, 
in addition, of course, to the pleasure derived from 
singing a familiar song alone or in chorus. The second 
aim is to introduce note reading. We plan to accom- 
plish only the simplest note reading at this level, con- 
sisting, for the most part, of tonic chords and simple 
scale passages while the theory consists mainly of a 
knowledge of the position of the tonic, the upper half 
of the measure signature and the notation for one, two, 
three and four beat notes. 

In grades four, five and six the singing is by note 
with the exception of occasional holiday or folk songs. 
Songs are in one or two parts. Six-eight measure, the 
simple use of chromatics found in songs sung, simple 
triplet groups, letters of the degrees of the staff and 
all the symbols of notation as found in the songs, make 
_ up the greater part of the theory. 

We have excellent new and up-to-date texts this year 
for the intermediate grades and they are working out 
in a very satisfactory manner. 

I extend to Mrs. Mayo and Mrs. Emerson my appre- 
ciation for their friendly and intelligent co-operation.
